Finally, the Examiner indicated that 
Claims 2-3 would be allowed if rewritten in independent form including limitations 
of the rejected base claim, and further indicated Claims 4 and 6-8 would be 
allowable if rewritten to Include all limitations of their rejected base claim and 
intervening claims, and overcoming the Examiner's rejection under 35 USC 1 12, 
second paragraph.

Amendments are herein 
requested with respect to the SPECIFICATION and CLAIMS. These requested 
amendments are followed by Applicant's AFFIDAVIT and REMARKS in support 
of a request for an affirmative response regarding patentability of all claims, and 
the prompt issuance of Letters Patent.
